Jress at this morning's session of the 
New York State Conference of mayors 
and other city officials. 
Mr. Weller 


criticized the state department of 
education for its meihod of licensing 
engineers in this state, and also the 
attempt that Is being made in some 
cities to divorce the engineering staff 
from the department of public works. 


Discussing the relation of the city 


cncinccr to .the administration, tho 
public and contractors, 
Mr. Weller 


made these recommendations, which 
he frankly labeled as radical: 


"I would remove the city eneineer 


entirely from contact, except in an 
advisory capacity, with tho general 
executive functions gf the municipal- 
ity. By that I mean that wr should 
politely but firmly ask him to relin- 
quish hit- chair or chairs in the gov- 
erning board or boards of the city. 
Secondly I would make his positio'n 
a real, honest-to-goodness. civil serv- 
ice position. 
If there is any man in 


the city employ who should be out of 
politics, for good, sound political rea- 
sons, it is the city engineer.
